Still another is advertised and 
credited to Helen Jackson, who is 
also a fake ex-nun. She was an in- 
mate of an institution for incorri- 
gible girls. Upon her release she 
lectured against the Catholic 
Church at the invitation of the 
Church’s enemies. Other books ad- 
vertised are by persons who were 
dismissed from the Catholic 
Church, but are represented as 
having left it to find the truth else- 
where.

But I did hear Father De La Salle 
refer to this event several times 
afterwards as one of those moments 
in life which Divine Providence 
arranges and takes care of all in 
His own way.” 

This event happened. early in 
the pages of “Master of Mischief 
Makers,” and gives some idea of 
this life story, rich with accomplish- 
ment, but filled, too, with disap- 
pointments and hardships, Its sub- 
ject is St. John Baptist De La Salle 
who founded the Brothers of the 
Christian Schools (we usually think 
of them as The Christian Brothers). 

When this inspired young priest 
gave over his spacious house and 
inheritance to the work of estab- 
lishing these schools, his family 
and friends who failed to under- 
stand his motives, turned against 
him. When he identified himself 
completely with the poor, his 
enemies started making real 
trouble for him, as they do for 
most people who have a greater 
understanding than their contem- 
poraries. But Father De La Salle 
was not too disturbed by all this. 
He said: 

“I’ve learned to let evil winds 
blow themselves out and to have 
faith in God’s care.”

Testament church 
has no charter or creed, but only 
the New Testament itself as her 
law—*‘the entire law for faith, con- 
duct, program.” 


The fact is that when the 
Church enjoyed her golden era 
during apostolic days, and during 
several centuries thereafter when 
she had hundreds of thousands of 
martyrs, the New Testament was 
not even known. It wasn’t official- 
ly determined until the end of the 
fourth century—and then by a 
Council of the Catholic Church. 

Reverend Cullen holds: “There 
is no such description of the New 
Testament as National church, 
State church, Local, General or 
Universal church. The simple rite, 
or general teaching, is simply 
‘churches,’ ” Of course, if Christ’s 
Church was to be _ world-wide, 
there is no rogm for a National 
church, or a State church, unless 
it also be part of the Universal 
Church.

Labor is now. guaranteed. a 
living wage, with the right (prac- 
tically, the duty) to organize; and, 
while the unions have 
comings, as Mr. Westbrook Pegler 
so sedulously and conscien 
reports, they are fundamentally 
good and stand as so many towers 
of strength protecting the laborer 
against exploitation. 

Child labor has been all but 
legislated out of existence, and 
the interests of women laborers 
are kept under close surveillance. 

Most of this has been done with 
government cooperation. 


Department Of Labor 


The Department of Labor was 
created as a separate portfolio in 
the Cabinet in 1913, with the duty 
of “fostering, promoting, and de- 
veloping the welfare of the wage 
earners of the United States, im- 
proving their working conditions, 
and advancing their opportunities 
for profitable employment.” 

As time went on, it. developed 
a Conciliation Service (for sett- 
ling strikes), a Bureau of Statis- 
tics, an Employment Service, Home 
Owner’s Loan Corporation, Farm 
Credit Administration, Home Loan 
Bank Board, Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration, Children’s Bureau, 
Women’s Bureau, and the Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Ser- 
vice. (The list could go on at 
great length.) 

There is still at least one “bug” 
loose in the economy, and it will 
have to be worked out before long: 
the white-collar workers are not 
advancing equally with the others, 
either as to wages or unioniza- 
tion. Your unskilled laborer fre- 
quently makes more money than 


‘the Ph.D. teaching calculus in a 


technical school.
